low me’’ (Luke 9:23). You have 
failed in a thousand ways. in the 
last year—-I hope that you are 
close enough to God to realize it. 
You didn’t pray like you ought, 
nor live like you ought, nor win 
souls like you ought. You neglect- 
ed the Bible, you were, cola-heart- 
ed toward other Christians, you 
probably had grudges in your 
heart. Very likely you were covet- 
ous and money-minded and worldly 
minded. You did not have the 
tenderness, the compassion, the 
purity of Jesus. You were not 
filled with the Holy Spiriu all the 
time as you ought to be. Well, 
the thing we need to do, then, is 
to make a complete breast of the 
whole matter and start all over 
again. If you are saved, you nave 
not lost your salvation, but you 
certainly ought to take advantuge 
of the new year and have a revival 
in your heart. 


Do not be ashamed to start 
over.
